The White House acknowledged 
receipt of Mayor Shields’ telegram 
last night but the President with- 
held comment. 

Still another appeal for federal

Bur- 
gess Michael J. Sewak, of Frank- 
lin, said an unidentified man re- 
ceived a possibly fatal gash near 
the heart when a negro worker 
attempted to penetrate picket lines. 
Sewak said he would arrest the 
negro as the knife wielder.

At the suggestion of Governor

Richard W. Leche, of Louisiana, 
and Governor High White, of Mis- 
sissippi, met with him here for 
discussion of the problem which 
they described as a “barrier to the 
industrial development of the 
south,” 

Counsel To Be Named. 

The executives, . agcording. to 
their decision, will’ appoint rhem-} 
bers of the staffs of attor- 
ney generals for general consulta- 
tion and final appointment of a 
freight rate expert. 

The final plan of the petition as 
drawn up by the assistant attorney 
generals and the expert, Governor 
Rivers saic, will be approved by ' 
the governors of Alabama, Florida, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, North ‘Caro- 
lina and South Carolina. 

“At a meeting of the nine gov- 
ernors or their representatives last 
May in Atlanta,” Governor Rivers 
said, “we agreed to divide the nine 
into committees of three to draw 
up petitions involving the aboli- 
tion of commodity, class and dif- 
ferential rates.

Decree Deprives Synod of 
Means To Maintain Theo- 
logical Seminaries. 


BERLIN, June 16.—(#)—The 
Nazi regime struck a new blow to- 
day against the confessional synod, 
long an opponent of Nazi domina- 


tion of Protestant church affairs, 
by prohibiting special church col- 


lections without government per- 


mission. 

The decree, if strictly enforced, 
deprives the synod of means by 
which it has been possible to 
maintain theological seminaries in 
defiance of state-appointed church 
authorities and to carry on the 
work of the synod. 

The ruling provides that even 
when special services outside of 
the regular annual plans are call- 
ed for any purpose whatsoever, no 
collection may be taken unless 
first approved by the government.

persons: desired, if they were not 
actually plotting, the downfall of 
Joseph Stalin. 

The latest flood of charges of 
treason, “wrecking” and “diver- 
sion,” centering in white Russia, 
alleged a huge conspiracy against 
Soviet agriculture. 

Officials Arrested. 

At Minsk, capital of White Rus- 
sia, N. M. Goloded, president of 
the White Russian council of com- 
missars, 10 former commissars of 
the state and numerous member's 
of the state central eexcutive com- 
mittee were arrested. 

They were charged with partici- 
pation in a huge conspiracy. Cher- 
viakoff was blamed for such a 
plot at a recent meeting of the 
Communist party. 

General I. P. Uborevitch, former 
commander of the Red army gar- 
rison in White Russia, was one of 
eight high army officers execut- 
ed June 12 for a plot to “dismem- 
ber” the Soviet Union. It was un- 
derstood the eight were charged 
with plotting to sever White Rus- 
sia and the Ukraine from the union 
and give them to Germany. 

A known total of 151 have been 
shot in the Soviet Union during 
the past year for treason, sabo- 
tage, “wrecking” and “diversion- 
ist” activities.

All those pennies the boss has 
been taking out of checks on pay 
day haven’t been poured into a rat 
hole, even if much hasn’t been 
heard about them, and they will 
begin showing up on Uncle Sam’s 
books in July. 

At the same time that Joseph 
R. Murphy, manager of the At- 
lanta office of the Federal Social 
Security Board, announced first 
credits under the old age benefit 
program would go on record in 
Baltimore when employers report 
for the first half of 1937, state 
public welfare officials laid plans 
for Georgia’s participation. 


Half-Year Returns. 


Murphy said returns from em- 
ployers would be filed during 
July covering the period from 
January 1 to June 30 and quar- 
terly thereafter. 

“Every employe’s account will 
begin then showing his credits, as 
reported by his employer,” said 
Murphy, adding it has been esti- 
mated that beginning in about 15 
years approximately $3,500,000,000 
will be paid out annually in ben- 
efits. 

Seventy per cent of those who 
begin to draw benefits after 
reaching the age of 65, Murphy 
also explained, would otherwise 
be dependent on others for sup- 
port. 

Employes were urged to. get 
their account numbers assigned 
before July 1, so they can be in- 
cluded in their employers’ reports 
to the government. 

Numbers Needed. 

“Employers will need numbers 
in order to make proper returns,” 
Murphy said. 

Under terms of the social se- 
curity act, employers are required 
to file their returns for the first 
six months of this year with the 
collector of internal revenue dur- 
ing July.

ditions the soil, making planting 
easier. It already has prepared 
thousands of acres thus far this 
year and planters are clamoring 
for it because it does all this at 
a cost of only 70 cents an hour, 
and two acres are prepared for 
planting every hour it operates. 
Of course, 70 cents does not cover 
the entire cost, commissioners ex- 
plained, but the county absorbs 
the balance by rigid economy. 
Pay Is Low. 


Commissioners normally are 
paid only $39 a year in this north 
Georgia county, R. C., Meaders, 
commissioner and commission 
clerk, said, “and we couldn’t steal 
more than $150 a vear each no 
matter how hard we tried.” 

“This county is not overbur- 
dened with overhead operating 
expenses,” Moore added. . “We are 
operating Lumpkin county for the 
benefit of our taxpayers and citi- 
zens. 

“Several years ago, we issued 
$80,000 in road bonds. The state 
gave us highway certificates to 
cover the bond issue, and we held 
on to ours where other counties 
failed. In consequence we now 
are getting about $8,400 a year 
back from the state, enough to 
meet normal demands of our coun- 
ty and leave us something  be- 
sides. We, therefore, have de- 
cided on a policy of franking 
taxes. Could anything be fairer? 
We do not think so. ...I1 do not 
believe there is another county 
in all Georgia comparable to 
Lumpkin in size and ability which 
is in as good a financial condi- 
tion. 

Fiscal Policy Sound. 

“That is due to sound fiscal 
policies. We believe in giving the 
people 100 per cent value for ev- 
ery dollar we spend and we insist 
on getting 100 per cent value, It 
costs us nearly as much to care 
for the poor in our county as it 
does for all other purposes, but 
we are doing a good job of it, 

“About this awards program, 
which The Atlanta Constitution is 
sponsoring. We believe it is a 
fine thing. It will stimulate other 
counties to adopt a similar fiscal 
program. We at first thought it 
was only for the large, rich and 
populous counties, but a study has 
convinced. us that every county 
in Georgia has an even opportu- 
nity to be on The Constitution’s 
honor roll for the year. Lumpkin 
proposes to be there, and inciden- 
tally, we are out for the $3,500 first 
award.” 

Commissioners E. Trammell, a 
brother of JohnB, Trammell, of The

with Chairman Moore and Mead- 


ers. 
Surplus Applied. 

“We found we had $1,552 more 
this March than we had last 
March,” Trammell said.

Home of College. 

This community is the home of

County Rich in Scenery. 

Lumpkin county is one of Geor- 
gia’s scenic spots. In it are lo- 
cated portions of Vogel park, 
Neal’s Gap, Woody’s gap and other 
points giving a wide panorama of 
rugged mountains. 

The name Dahlonega is “Tal- 
nacha” in Indian, and means, “yel- 
low metal”—gold. For about 100 
years there have béen sporadic ef- 
forts to profitably work the mines, 
but commissioners say they do not 
pay. 

“Some way must be found to 
save the gold we lose in the pre- 
cipitating process before any ap- 
preciable money can be made,” 
Moore explained. 

Lumpkin county was created 
December 3, 1832, from Cherokee 
county. It was named in honor 
of Wilson Lumpkin, a former gov- 
ernor, senator and congressman, It 
lies in the ninth congressional dis- 
trict and the 32d state senatorial 
district. 

The Lumpkin county courthouse 
was begun in 1833, and completed 
in 1836. Pioneers claim it is the 
rr courthouse in use in the 
state.

TAX ON INTANGIBLES 

Governor Rivers has appointed a special 
committee to study and to make recommenda- 
tions on the proposed tax on intangible prop- 
erty in Georgia, authorized under one of the 
constitutional amendments approved in the re- 
cent election. 

It has for years been acknowledged that 
the burden of taxation on real estate is un- 
just and burdensome. Yet, under the state con- 
stitution, it has been impossible to levy an 
equitable tax upon other forms of property. 

The constitution provided that the rate of 

taxation should be uniform. In the case of 
stocks, bonds, money and other intangibles such 
‘a tax would have amounted to confiscation, in 
that it would have equaled or exceeded the 
dividend or interest earning capacity of the 
property. While, theoretically, all property was 
supposed to be returned for taxation, in actual] 
practice only a negligible amount of these in- 
tangibles ever reached the tax digests. 
- Now, under the amendment approved in the 
election of June 8, it will be possible to classify 
different forms of property for taxation at dif- 
ferent rates. 

It will be the object of the committee ap- 
pointed by Governor Rivers to determine what 
rates shall be imposed on the various forms of 
intangibles. Those rates must be fair. They 
must divide the burden of taxation equitably, 
working injustice on no form of property at the 
expense of another. 

Owners of intangible property will be the 
first to welcome the opportunity to share in 
support of the state government if they can 
do so without too heavy a drain upon the earn- 
ings of their investments. 

A fair tax rate will bring to the digest mil- 
lions in property now untaxed. An unfair rate 
‘will merely drive out of the state many large 
holdings, following a trend which has been un- 
der way for years, in order to escape confis- 
catory rates. 

That fair rate must be determined by the 
new committee which will report to Governor 
Rivers after his return from the west, where 
he is now recuperating after an operation. Then 
it is probable the legislature will be called into 
special session to enact the new tax laws, with 
the findings of the committee to serve as a 
basis for their deliberations,

THE APPROPRIATION FOR RELIEF 


The United States senate has voted with 
the administration on the first item in the 
$1,500,000,000 relief bill. It refused to approve 
a committee recommended amendment to re- 
turn to the Treasury more than $200,000,000 in 
unobligated balances from previous relief. ap- 
propriations. 

President Roosevelt has asked that the relief 
money be provided without ‘“earmarking” for 
any specified purposes. An attempt in the 
house to allocate practically one-third of the 
total to particular projects was defeated. It is 
expected that any similar senate proposals will 
meet the same fate. 

The President should be given the admin- 
istration of this relief fund. Regardless of the 
need—whether the amount carried in the bill. 
$1,500,000,000, is too large or insufficient—eco- 
nomical use of the money demands control 
without strings. 

President Roosevelt can be trusted to see 
there is no unnecessary waste. The problem of 
public relief, one of the most difficult which 
faced him when he first entered the White 
House, has been wisely handled. on the whole. 

It will be much better to leave the admin- 
istration of the relief fund in the hands of 
President Roosevelt than to permit the clash- 
ing interests of individual members of congress 
to war over allocations to projects in their par- 
ticular states or districts. 

There must be no taint of “patronage” in 
the allocation of relief funds. They must be 
used where the need is greatest. They must 
be allocated, not as localized political favors. 
but on a nation-wide basis to best serve the 
purpose for which they are appropriated 


THE WARM SPRINGS ENDOWMENT 

The resumption of the campaign to raise

Chief of Police M. A. Hornsby is to be com- 
mended for his ruling that traffic police shall 
not become plainclothes officers for the pur-

The pri- 
mary duty of a policeman in dealing with the 
general public is to secure better law enforce- 
ment through education. The best policeman 
is not the one who makes the most arrests, but 
the one who achieves fullest law observance on 
his beat with the fewest arrests. 
_ The uniform of a policeman is an integral 
part of that respect for the law he is sup- 
posed to inspire. The blue«clad officer is not 
only an individual charged with enforcement 
of law, he is a symbol of the law itself and 


should so conduct himself as to,make his uni- 


form an object of universal honor. | 

Trickery, such as going on traffic duty clad 
in overalls, lowers that respect and creates re- 
sentment.on the part of those arrested. .A man 
in overalls may trap more traffic violators, but 
he is in poor position to educate users of the 
city streets in observance of the laws enacted 
for their safety. | 

That education brings better results than 
wholesale arrests is strikingly proven by the 
tremendous improvement in traffic conditions 
which has been observed in Atlanta during re- 
cent weeks. Inauguration of the police school 
has already brought splendid results. It is now 
possible to drive on the downtown traffic ar- 
teries, even during the rush hours, with rea- 
sonable speed and without the irritation of con- 
stant stops and starts. 

This improved condition can be attributed 
to the training provided for traffic officers and 
for the patient educational work they, in turn, 
have done with drivers and pedestrians. 

For such work the uniform is essential. 
Overalled police are out of place on Atlanta 
streets. This is not a rural community seek- 
ing revenue by highway traps. It is a dignified 


metropolis with proper pride in its police force — 


and full confidence in their ability to bring 
about better law observance through legitimate, 
open methods. 


THE CITY SHARES 


Increasing business activity and rising 


values are reflected in the announcement from 
the city hall that there will be approximately 
$100,000 more revenue this year than antici- 
pated.

One of the most important items to be pro- 
vided from the new revenue is the city’s one- 
third share of a proposed survey of govern- 
ment in Atlanta and Fulton county. First pro- 
posed by a group of business leaders, the ex- 
penses of the survey will be equally shared by 
the county, the city and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The county and the Chamber of Com- 
merce have already agreed to provide their por- 
tions of the fund, contingent upon like action 
by the city. Council should not hesitate to 
follow the recommendation of its finance com- 
mittee and appropriate the comparatively small 
sum, $6,333, needed for this survey. 

It has been further suggested that Dr. 
Thomas Reed be employed to make the survey, 
a suggestion which should be followed. Dr 
Reed is the acknowledged leader in municipal 
investigation. His diagnosis of civic ills can 
be depended upon as unbiased, definite and 
authentic. 

The results of a survey conducted by Dr. 
Reed will accurately reveal the true conditions 
in administrative affairs of the two local gov- 
ernments. If there is no need for change, he 
will say so. If changes can be made that will 
result in more economical and better service 
to the taxpayers, he will recommend those 
changes. Where duplication in service exists, 
he will point it out, and if merging, either in 
whole or in part, of the two governments is 
desirable, he will so declare. 

There is every ground to beliéve the sum 
expended in this proposed. survey will bring 
greater returns, in increased value received for 
each tax dollar, than any spent here in many 
years.

This bill would have taxed the 
congressmen and their secretaries, 
clerks and political appointees re- 
siding in Washington, and indig- 
nant cries rang through the his- 
toric halls of the sacred heritage 
on Capitol Hill. | 
Incidentally, the secretaries and 
clerks in some cases are more or 
less needy relatives or political 
liabilities of the statesmen, who 
might otherwise require whole or 
partial support out of the members’ 
own pay of $10,000 a year, plus 
mileage and perquisites. It is 
much less burdensome to support 
a wife, a no-good cousin or an in- 
digent brother-in-law afflicted 
with chronic fatigue, on govern- 
ment pay, as a secretary or clerk, 
than to meet the loved one’s need 
direct, out of the $10,000 a year 
plus mileage and perquisites. 

The statesmen get an allowance 
of 20 cents a mile for their travel, 
but it is earnestly suggested that 
no moral or civil delinquent 
among the tax-payifig class charge 
that much in computing his costs 
of calling on the customers. The 
Internal Revenue Department 
would defy him to cite any rail- 


country which charges 20 cents a 
mile for travel, and might indict 
him for attempting to rob the de- 


serving poor.

any return which named the wife, 
no-good cousin or indigent broth- 
er-in-law of the taxpayer as his 
secretary or clerk, and require him 
to show cause. Members of con- 
gress, however, are not required to 
prove that their travel costs 20 
cents a mile, and there are some 
who contend that a statesman, 
driving his own flivver, sleeping 
in four-bit flops and subsisting on 
hot dogs along the road, can travel 
for as little as a nickel a mile, in- 
cluding tips. 

As for the employment of wives, 
no-good cousins and indigent 
brothers-in-law as secretaries and 
clerks, custom and the moral and 
civil conscience of the statesmen, 
long ago provided the color of le- 
gality. So the issue is closed. 

All the congressmen and their 
office employes, including rela- 
tives, as well as their political lia- 
bilities holding government jobs, 
are exempt from the income taxes 
of their respective states. How- 
ever, Mr. Dies, a sterling states- 
man from Texas, who took part in 
the successful resistance to the 
outrage, issued a patriotic state- 
ment for the record that he would 
gladly lay down his state income 
tax if he were not unfortunately 
forbidden to do so by several rul- 
ings of the federal supreme court. 
Mr. Dies’ heart bled openly in 
anguish over his constitutional in- 
capacity to share the income tax 
burden of his home state of Texas, 
which has no state income tax 
anyway. Nevertheless, on prin- 
ciple, he declared he was not will- 
ing to submit to a local income tax 
to save from bankruptcy the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in which he 
spends much of his time enjoying 
the benefits of the police, the fire 
department and the street clean- 
ing services.

O’Connor’s refusal to pay income 
tax toward the maintenance of 
Washington, D. C., where he re- 
sides much of the time, was based 
on contempt for the selfish spirit 
of the Washington people. He 
celled them leeches, but owing to 
the regrettable limitations on de- 
bate in the house of representa- 
tives did not explain the difference 
between a leech and a patriot who 
pays no state income tax on his

Stalin’s Reasons. 


When Germany was down and 
out and the democratic republic 
of Weimar inherited from the di- 
lapidated and defeated empire a 
chaotic economy, a disillusioned 
nation and a hopeless diplomatic 
and international situation, there 
were some Reichswehr officers who 
conceived the notion that Ger- 
many. might regain her position 
and prestige in the world with 
the aid of Russia. The idea caught 
hold in political circles with the 
result that Germany and Russia 
concluded an alliance at San 
Remo in 1923. 

Hitler came to power in 1933, 
the arch-enemy of Bolshevism, 
but he did not abrogate the treaty 
with the Soviet Union. As a mat- 


verbal duelling, Russia and Ger- 
many continued to be each other's 
best customers. Even today Rus- 
sia supplies two-thirds of the 
Reich’s requirements of raw ma- 
terials for her huge armament 
campaign. 

Many of the Reichswehr officers, 
the highest command in fact, still 
holds to the theory that a Russo- 
German combination is unbearable , 
in this. world. Trotsky hinted some 
months ago, when Stalin accused 
him and his followers of having 
had secret dealings with Germany 
for the position of the Soviet 
Union, that ‘the shoe r pinch- 
ed on the other foot. In fact, it 
appears now almost certain’ that 
Mikail Tukhatchewsky, the mar- 
shal who has just been executed, 
had some conversations on that 
subject in Reichswehr circles in 
Berlin on the occasion of his Eu- 
ropean round-trip last spring.

Tukhatchewsky did . nothing 
treasonable.

Sister of Slain Man. 

Mrs. Manders is a sister of H. L. 
Turner, 29, shot and killed last 
Thursday morning in a gun battle 
with Fulton county police, and 
Chester Turner, chain gang es- 
cape, believed to have been with 
his brother at the time of the 
shooting. Chester Turner is now 
being sought. Another brother is 
Forrest Turner, now serving a 
term in the Fulton county gang. 

Detective Nahlik revealed yes- 
terday that he learned a dark com- 
plexioned, blond woman appeared 
at the shirt factory at about 8 
o’clock Tuesday morning, asking 
for the former Turner girl.

would virtually destroy the in- 
dustry which, during recent years 
of the depression, has furnished 
part-time employment to approx- 
‘imately 15,000 women in five or 
six counties in northwest Georgia.

They receive so much for 
each completed spread. Often- 
times four or five members of the 
family work on the same spread, 
and sometimes work on the same 
day on spreads for different man- 
ufacturers. For this reason it is 
impossible to keep the time of 
each worker or segregate the por- 
tion of price of each spread which 
each has e . This would be 
necessary in order to levy social 
security taxes.” 

According to Mr. Tarver, there 
undoubtedly are many influences 
at work to abolish home work en- 
tirely in the bedspread industry.

Miss Martin and Evans were 
engaged to be married and died 
in each others arms on the sixth 
floor of the burning building when 
overcome by smoke and flames. 

Both suits, for $50,000 each,@al- 
lege the safety and building ordi- 
nances of the city and state were 
violated by the owners and lessees 
of the building in not providing 
- adequate fire prevention and es- 
cape equipment. Gross negligence 
is charged.

Then I 
realized what the perpetuation of 
Martin’s work would mean _ to 
him, and I started out, on crutch- 
es, lecturing and arranging for 
the expedition.

Mrs. Johnson, who might easily 
be mistaken far a sheltered ma- 
tron from her native Kansas, will 
be the first woman ever to take 
the entire responsibility of an 
African expedition. 

The leopards, lions, elephants 
and hippopotami which will be en- 
countered in this territory are a 
familiar danger to Mrs. Johnson. 
“Martin did his shooting with a 
camera, not with a gun, and that 
is far more perilous,” she explain- 
ed. “Game can be shot at a dis- 
tance of 600 yards, but, in the 
excitement of photographing, we 
have approached within 15 or 20 
feet of jungle animals. Martin 
would stand by with a gun in 
case the animals charged. An ani- 
mal with young will almost in- 
variably attack.” 

Mrs. Johnson has every confi- 
dence in her ability to handle 2 
large expedition. “I was married 
when I was 16,” she explained. 
“and ever since then I have helped 
in all the details of an exploring 
project. For this reason, I can 
say, without false modesty, that 
few women are equipped to han- 
dle the job I have assumed. For 
one thing. the natives know and

Examination of the clinical rec- 
ords of 300 or more men aged, on 
the average, 52 years, in each of 
the following occupations or call- 
ings, viz., farmers, laborers, cler- 
gymen, lawyers, bankers, physi- 
cians (in all more than 1,800 men) 
showed that 33 of the doctors, 16 
of the bankers, 14 of the lawyers, 
14 of the clergymen, 8 of the lab- 
orers and 8 of the farmers had 
coronary sclerosis or hardening of 
the arteries involving the coronary 
vessels which supply the heart 
muscle itself. This degeneration is 
likely to manifest itself in angina

has leaped into the high-salary 
brackets. 

Shortly after Jean MHarlow’s 
death, the more mundane minds 
of the community began speculat- 
ing on the size of her estate.

Jean’s salary of $5,000 a week 
and the commanding position she 
held for several years in box-of- 
fice ratings led some of estimate 
that the glamorous blonde had ac- 
cumulated an estate totaling a mil- 
lion, even more.

Three serv- 
ants will cost a total of $50 a week. 

A star must be “seen” in Holly- 
wood, and that means a consider- 
able amount of night life. You go 
to a few choice and expensive 
spots maybe only four or five 

es a month, but, when you do, 
you don’t spend chicken feed. 

From this set of average expen- 
ditures—not counting, of course, a 
stray relative or two who may 
need occasional attention — you 
may figure it out for yourself that 
the $1,500-a-week star enjoys a 
net balance of $200 or less.

In these days, there are not so 
many animals in the circus man- 
ageries as was the custom 10 or 15 
years ago. This is partly because 
public zoos have made wild ani- 
mals seem less strange. Some cir- 
cuses have giraffes, however, and 
giraffes are not to be found at 
most zoos. 

Wild animal trainers put them- 
selves in danger when they handle 
lions, leopards and tigers. These 
beasts may obey for a long while, 
but when the man or woman in 
charge of them makes a mistake, 
it is likely to mean an early grave. 

Perhaps the most skillful lion 
tamer in circus history was George 
Conklin. He used to appear in a 
large cage containing several lions 
and one or two leopards. With a 
lion called Pompey, he carried on 
a tug-of-war. Holding a _ long 
piece of meat, he let the lion seize 
one end. Then Conklin put the 
other end of the meat in his own 
mouth, and man and beast pulled 
against each other. 

Conklin also taught a lion to 
waltz to the music of the “Blue 
Danube,” played by the circus 
band. While a waltz was going 
on one day, the man stepped on 
the tail or paw of another lion, 
and was bitten in the thigh. Twist- 
ing around, he struck the animal 
over the head with the butt of 
his whip, and made it let go. 

The wound sent Conklin to the 
hospital and it did not heal for 
several weeks. Another man took 
his place in the cage, but .was bit- 
ten in the leg by Pompey and died 
from blood poisoning. Years aft- 
erward, Pompey escaped from his 
cage during a fire at Bridgeport, 
Conn., and was killed in a street 
by bullets from a policeman’s re- 
volver.

Signed by Assistant Attorney 
General Marshall L. Allison, the 
motion contends issues in ‘the case 
became “moot” with the holding 
of the election. 

The motion contends “the sub- 
stantial relief sought by” the group 
of taxpayers asking the injunction 
was to stop county officials “from 
appointing managers and clerks, 
and contracting for the printing, 
or having printed, ballots, and con- 
tracting for any other expense in- 
cident to the general election held 
in Georgia on June 8.” f 

The holding of the election and 
the paying of the expense resulted 
in “the questions raised upon the 
substantial relief sought” becom- 
ing moot, Allison continued. 

A similar injunction appeal from 
Coffee county is pending before 
the supreme court, but has not 
been set for ‘hearing. 

Would Ban Ruling. 
Should the dismissing motion be 


granted, the supreme court would | gr 


not make a ruling on the election’s 
validity, contested on the grounds 
it was not a proper “general” elec- 
tion for submission of constitu- 
tional amendments. 

Twenty-six amendments were 
ratified at the election. A ruling
